Other permits issued included 
those for five residence alteration 
jobs, with a total value of $10,200; 
13 new nonresidences, with a val- 
ue of $72,475 and eight nonresi- 
dence alteration jobs, with a total 
valuation of $103,025. 

Stieger noted that the total val- 
uation of jobs started was lower 
than that of most immediately pre- 
vious months, but pointed out that | 
construction is largely a seasonal 
activity.

Menlo Park may decide to create 
a new zoning classification, it was 
indicated this week. 

The Arnold Development Com- 
|pany, appearing before the Plan- 
ning Commission Tuesday, applied 
for a rezoning of the V. Zachariah 
subdivision from residential estate 
to suburban residential in order

School Trustees 
Eye Portable 
Classroom Plan 


Another possible source of more 
classrooms for the Menlo Park 
Elementary School Disirict closed 
this week, and the district’s board 
of trustees began seeking infor- 
mation on the advisability of buy- 
ing portable units to relieve over- 
loading during the 1958-59 school 
year. 

The “possible source” of more 
rooms had been Stanford Village. 
At Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
school distri¢t’s* board of trustees, 
however, a letter from Stanford 
Property Manager -Dwight Ss 
pointed out that although married 
students’ quarters are being rush- 
ed to the actual building stage on 
the campus, they won’t be finished 
until the fall ef 1959. 

In the meantime, Adams’ letter 
declared, married university stu- 
dents will have to continue to oc- 
cupy all present space in Stanford 
Village. 

The district, according to Su- 
perintendent Dr. Melville Hom- 
feld, will open next fall ‘with a 
sufficient overload at Encinal 
school to require three or four 
new rooms, to bring class size 
down to the “standard maxi- 
mum” sought by the district.

Garden Column: 


“Bare Roof Planting of Shade Trees Should 
Be Made Before New Growth Appears 


ite, trees are highly prized | 

in Menlo Park—for they improve | 
ie landscape of a home, give re- 

lief from the hot summer sun and| 
shield patios and other outdoor 
living areas from strong winds. 

If you’ve been planning on 
planting a shade tree to fili any} 
of the above roles in your yard, 
plant now, using the bare root, 
method. The present dormant 
state of shade trees allows them} 
to be transplanted with a mini-| 
mum of risk. But bare root plant- | 
ing must be done before new 
growth starts on the tree... and 
that means soon. 

It is best to prepare the soil 
and planting hole before you | 
choose your shade trees. If you 
have your trees before the hole 
is dug, make sure you keep the 
tree roots moist with damp 
sacks or earth. 

Work up the soil with a spade 
into a good friable condition. If 

the soil is heavy or sandy, work 
in somem ulching material such | 
as peat moss or well-rotted ma- 
nure, Fertilizer must be used} 
with care. Any hard-pan areas in 
the soil should be broken up 
thoroughly so there’s good drain- 
age. 

Dig the planting hole large en- 
ough to allow for root develop- 
ment. Place a mound of the soil} 
which you have worked up in| 
the center of the hole, high en- 
ough so the tree, sitting on it, 
will be at the same depth it was 
in the nursery. 

Before you set the shade tree | 
in the hole make sure the 
roots and branches are in bal-

ance. You may need to prune 
either the roots, the branches, 
or both, making certain of bal- 
ance to insude normal growth. 

Place the shade tree on the 
mound and spread out the roots. 
around the roots carefully, | 
making sure there are no air poc- | 
and flood the hole to settle | 
the soil. Then fill the hole com- | 
pletely, leaving a water basin | 
around the base of the tree. Irri-| 
gate regularly but do not fertil- | 
ize until the tree is well establish- | 
ed—in six to 12 months. | 


While shade trees are still in| 
dormancy, make certain you} 
| plant one or more in your yard | 
or garden. Your local ce | 
| will have all the suitable varie- 
ties for your area and your nur- 
|seryman can also provide you | 


with the tools and mulching ma- 
terials you will need for bare | 
root planting of shade trees. |
